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IN THE DOG WATCH. 
By Axi Hanps. 
“’Ere’s a stranger. Let’s ’eave ’arf a 
brick at im.” This noble sentiment still 
survives among the roughs of Cork, who 
set upon a couple of Spanish seamen, 
knocked them down, beat them, stoned 
them, tried to steal their watches, and 
then had them—the seamen, not the 
watches—charged by the police with 
violent conduct. All right-thinking people 
must agree with the magistrates in saying 
that “ the conduct of the mob in attacking 
two strange men in a strange country 
was disgraceful and cowardly in the 
extreme, and it was much to be regretted 
that such a thing should occur in the 
city of Cork.” 





The magistrates might have added that 
it is of the highest importance that such 
outrages should be put down, aspecially in 
a maritime nation like this, many of 
whose subjects are so frequently strangers 
in strange lands and surrounded by 
foreigners. It is no answer to say that 
British subjects are sometimes brutally 
treated by foreign mobs. Not only ought 
a nation which boasts of its superior civili- 
sation as we do to set a good example, but 
we have most to lose by this sort of thing ; 
we have so many of our countrymen 
among foreigners. Local magistrates are 
not always superior to local prejudice. 
Too many of them do the thing that is 
popular rather than the thing that is 
right. The Cork magistrates must be 
congratulated on preferring the latter to 
the former course. So, too, must the 
Spanish Vice-Consul at Cork, but for 
whose efforts in securing justice the 
maltreated Spaniards would probably 
have been convicted. 





“The last French survivor of Trafalgar” 
has turned up, inthe person of an old gentle- 
man named Cartigny, aged ninety-eight, 
who was recently presented to M. Floquet 
and Admiral Krantz, at Hyéres. Cartigny 
professes to have served as a boy on 
board the Redoutable, one of the ships 
in Admiral Villeneuve’s fleet, to have 
been taken prisoner, and not to have 
been released for either six or ten 
years. He does not seem to be 
sure which. In spite of this slight 
failure of memory, however, the old 
sailor, in conversing about the Trafalgar 
days with Admiral Krantz, “several 
times remarked that he well remembered 
the incidents to which the Minister was 
referring.” 

It would be too cruel to suggest that 
there was nothing very remarkable in this 
taking up of given cues, and _ that 
if M. Cartigny had been asked 
whether he remembered the Battle of 
Salamis'}{ he might have responded 
promptly in the affirmative. We are 
willing to believe the old salt’s story, and 
readily congratulate him upon the pros- 
pect of having “something done for him ” 
by his Government. Are there no old 
British salts, by-the-way, who have 
deserved well of their country, and 
who stand sorely in need of having 
“ something done ” for them 4 








That wonderful matrimonial contro- 
versy in the Daily Teleyraph has evoked 
several contributions from sailors, and at 
least one from a sailor’s wife. This lady, 
who signs herselfi—a little self-com- 





placently perhaps—“A Sailor’s Star,” 
observes :—“I threw in my lot witha 
sailor more than ten years ago, and each 
home-coming of his during that time has 
but proved most conclusively to me that 
a sailor who is a good fellow makes an 
ideal husband.” We think that many a 
“ Nancy Lee” who reads these words will 
endorse them most heartily. 

From the very interesting annual report 
just issued of that excellent institution, 
the Liverpool Shipwreck and Humane 
Society, it appears that the number of 
awards made in the name of the society 
during the past year was twenty-two 
silver society medals, two Bramley-Moore 
silver medals, one camp and _ villaverde 
silver medal, four silver clasps, four 
bronze medals, one bronze clasp, 118 
certificates of vote of thanks—of which 
thirty-two were mounted and framed— 
and 676 pecuniary awards. The sum ex- 
pended in relief during the year to 
sufferers from shipwreck amounted to 
£240 5s. Twenty-eight persons were 
rescued who had attempted to commit 
suicide by drowning, nearly one-half of 
this number being intoxicated when they 
so endeavoured to destroy themselves, 

This last fact advocates of Temperance 
will not forget. May we ask them also 
to remember that money is needed to 
carry on the admirable work of this insti- 
tution, and that subscriptions will be 
thankfully received by the secretary and 
treasurer, Lieutenant R. P. J. Simpson, 
R.N., Canning Pierhead, Liverpool. 

Another revolution in naval warfare is 
threatened. It is said that France has 
got a new submarine boat so constructed 
as to be able to dive completely beneath 
the keel of the largest ironclad, and, by 
means of a special apparatus, fasten ex- 
plosive cartridges tothesides of the enemy’s 
vessel. The boat is enabled to maintain 
communication with the explosive cart- 
ridges so fixed by means of a steel wire, 
by which the cartridges can be exploded 
by electricity. This uncanny craft will 
be launched next month at Toulon. 

The naval monuments in the old church 
at Deptford—a town honourably as- 
sociated with the names of Howard and 
the Hawkins’, Fenton, and other glorious 
seamen—stand, it seems, in need of 
restoration. To effect this it is proposed 
to hold at Sayes Court an exhibition of 
relics connected with the Spanish Armada, 
in repelling which these heroes took so 
active a part. 

Here is an opportunity for such people 
as may be at a loss to know what to do 
with books and magazines for which they 
have no further use. The Seaman’s 
Friend Society —which has a hall at 
37, Park-lane, Liverpool, where we are 
glad to see that they gave the other day 
a concert to an appreciative audience of 
seafaring folk and their friends—is, we 
learn from a Liverpool newspaper, 
“actively engaged at present in the giving 
away of loan libraries to ships going to 
sea. It has done so for many years, and 
been a great boon to seamen. The books 
are all of a most instructive character, 
and are given out by the captains to the 
seamen. The daily work of the society, 
midday and evening meetings, «c., is 
energetically carried on by its various 
missionaries,”

hearty wish of all hands connected with 
Seararinc.

Clarence Graving Dock. Mussels are 
notoriously dangerous as food, and perhaps 
the best thing to do with them is to leave 
them to our line fishermen to bait their 
hooks withal.

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SOME SEAFARERS. 


X. 
SIR WALTER RALEIGH. 


To write fitly of Sir Walter Raleigh 
would involve a description of the Eliza- 
bethan era, with all its glories and faults, 
its nobility and narrowness. For in his 
manifold capacities as courtier, soldier, 
man of science, poet, lover, coloniser, and 
seafaring man, “in his haste to be 
wealthy, his love of adventure, his prac- 
tical insight into the difficulties of the 
world, and his unscrupulousness in deal- 
ing with peoples of different habits and 
beliefs from his own, Raleigh was a re- 
presentative Elizabethan Englishman.” 

Born in 1552, in a Devon manor house, 
young Walter went early to college, and 
at 18 became a volunteer in the ranks of 
the French Huguenot army. After 
fighting in two battles the lad returned 
to London, where he studied law and 
turned author. In 1578 he again took 
up the sword, this time under Sir John 
Morris in the Low Countries. Returning 
home he found his real life work out at 
last. Humphrey Gilbert, his half-brother, 
was one of the first to recognise the 
immense importance to England of colon- 
isation. And it was to him that 
Elizabeth granted a charter to discover 
and possess any distant lands which did 
not as yet belong to a Christian king. 
Eleven ships were got together under the 
command of different gentlemen, amongst 
others Raleigh. But there was no central 
authority, and the crews were mutinous 
freebooters. Hence the expedition was 
doomed to failure from the outset, and it 
only needed an unsuccessful brush with 
the ships of Philip IJ. to drive it home 
helter-skelter in 1579. One influence, 
however, entered deep into young 
Raleigh’s soul during this expedition, and 
that was strong hatred of Spain. But, 
for a time, his interests turned other- 
where. He became a captain in the 
English troops in Ireland, when that 
stern Protestant, Lord Grey de Wilton, 
was Lord Deputy, and for some years his 
whole heart vas thrown into the so-called 
good work of slaughtering half-savage 
Irishmen and cutting estates out of their 
forfeited territories. Of course, to him and 
such as he the Elizabethan Irish policy 
was part and parcel of the anti-Catholic 
anti-Spanish crusade which was the 
especial glory of the Armada period in 
England. “Two conceptions of politics 
and religion stood face to face from the 
Atlantic to the Carpathians, and every- 
one of vigour took a side.” During these 
years of his Irish training Raleigh, what- 
ever we may think of his politics, begins 
to stand out before us in all the charm 
of his unique individuality. He is 30 
years old, tall, richly-clad—his mere shoes 
for very weight of jewels cost 6,600 gold 
pieces—handsome, with plenty of dark 
hair and dreamy eyes, witiy of speech, 
proud in bearing, full of fiery energy. 
And thus endowed, he bows before his 
“Cynthia,” his Queen, and, as she steps 
over the wet river shore at Greenwich, he 
casts his velvet cloak at her feet, that so 
she may godry-shod. Elizabeth’s love for 
the sailor-courtier, her strange flirtation 
with him,her anger, when she finds that he 
has married one of her Maids of Honour 
behind her august back, have one and all 
become proverbial. At this time-—that is 
in the year 1583—-when Raleigh was an 
arch-favourite with his Royal lady—he 


equipped The Ark Raleigh at an expense of 
£2,000 in order therein to sail on a second 
expedition with Humphrey Gilbert. But 
the Queen would not let him start, and 
Gilbert was afterwards drowned in the 
wreck of his own vessel. In 1584, how- 
ever, Raleigh continued the enterprise. 
sending out Captains Barlow and Amadas 
to explore the American coast from 
Florida northward. They came back with 
an excellent account of certain lands 
which the Queen in her own honour 
named Virginia. Raleigh spent vast 
sums in the colonisation of this country, 
but he was no substantial loser, for the 
Queen helped him liberally, as was her 
wont, and heaped favours and offices 
upon him. To begin with, he was 
knighted in 1585, and afterwards 
became Vice-Admiral of Cornwall and 
Devon. In the spring of 1585 he sent 
out seven vessels in charge of his kinsman, 
Sir Richard Grenville, to found a colony 
in Virginia, of which Ralph Lane was to 
be governor. One hundred and _ tive 
colonists were left under Lane’s charge on 
theislandof Roanoake. Theyso maltreated 
the Indians that Drake had to bring them 
away. With them came tobacco, which 
was then first introduced amongst 
Englishmen. Thomas Hariot, one of their 
number, describes the way of smoking 
appawoe or tabacco in his True Report of 
the New Found Land of Virginia. The 
“fume or smoke” of the blessed weed, 
saith he, is sucked “through pipes made 
of clay” into the “stomach and head” ! 
In 1587 Raleigh sent out 150 colonists 
under Captain John White. Their subse- 
quent failure nowise deterred him in his 
undertaking, and between 1587 and 1602 
no fewer than five Virginia expeditions 
went out at his expense. Quite at the 
last he wrote of the American colony, “ I 
shall yet see it a great nation.” 

During these years, too, he was busy 
sending out privateers, and he is thought 
tohave played a brave part in the Armada. 
Certain it is his ship was lost in chase of 
the Spaniards, though he of course was 
not then on board, 

It was in 1592 that Raleigh, for a 
time, forfeited the Queen’s favour by his 
marriage with Elizabeth Throgmorton, 
and three years later he started on his 
great voyage of exploration to Guiana, 
where lay, or should have lain, that El 
Dorado, that land of gold, for the sake 
of which he ultimately died. The 
account of his adventures, written by 
himself, may still be read. It is most 
elaborate, and throughout it runs a thread 
of golden dream. Of the King of 
Manoa he writes, “I am assured (he) 
hath more abundance of gold within his 
territory than all Peru and the West 
Indies.” And of the great Orinoco river 
country, he says, “ The common soldier 
shall here fight for gold, and pay himself 
instead of pence with plates of half 
a foot broad, whereas he breaketh 
his bones in other wars for provant 
and penury. Those commanders and 
chieftains that shoot at honour and 
abundance, shali find there more rich and 
beautiful cities, more temples adorned 
with golden images, more sepulchres 
filled with treasure, than either Cortez 
found in Mexico, or Pizzaro in Peru ; and 
the shining glory of this conquest will 
eclipse all those so far extended beams of 
the Spanish nation.” 

After his return in the year 1595,

further explore the Orinoco. The ideg 
that he could find gold there, and that, 
by the wealth of a conquered El Dorado, 
England could “eclipse all those so fay 
extended beams of the Spanish nation,” 
seems to have haunted Raleigh without 
cease. But, alas, his great Queen passed 
away from the scene of her mortal 
triumph, and left him at the mercy of 
new men and new views. James I., her 
successor, was by way of being a 
diplomat. He did not believe in England’s 
strong Protestant policy. He was for 
making peace at any price with the 
Dons of Spain. Naturally, therefore, he 
hated such a firebrand as Sir Walter, 
who of late had led an expedition against 
Cadiz and been wounded in the attack, 
Nay more, in taking Fayal he had shown 
desperate pluck, had led his men against 
the town with the shot riddling his 
breeches and doublet sleeves, had fired it, 
and though unsuccessful in his attempt 
to intercept the Spanish Indiamen, had 
returned to England with several prizes, 
A strong party had begun to be formed 
against Raleigh, and when the King met 
him in his capacity of Captain of the 
Guard, his sole greeting was an ominous 
pun. ‘By my saul, maun,” said Jamie, 
“T have heard but rawly of thee.” In 
the very year of his accession, therefore, 
he got rid of his obnoxious subject, for 
Raleigh was accused by his enemies of 
conspiring to place Arabella Stuart on 
the throne. After a trial which ended in 


his being sentenced to death, and 
then indefinitely reprieved, he was 
thrown into that grimmest of his- 


toric prison-houses, the Tower of London. 
There he spent 12 years, writing his 
History of the World, or pacing his narrow 
garden. At last, in the year of Shakes- 
peare’s death—in 1616—the caged lion 
was let out for the last time—and why? 
Because the King’s favourite, Villiers, 
had heard of Raleigh’s enthusiasm for the 
colonisation of Guiana, and had conceived 
a notion that Guiana meant gold and 
a full treasury, and that the old sea-dog 
was the man to be sent thither. No 
pardon was granted to Raleigh; his 
future was to depend solely on his finding 
a supposed gold mine in Guiana and 
avoiding brushes with the Spaniards, for 
with these latter the cunning King was 
busy negotiating his son’s marriage. In 
a ship with a bodeful name—the Destiny 
—Raleigh headed the expedition to the 
Orinoco. He had his son Walter with 
him, and Captain Keymis, and his all was 
risked in the forlorn hope. Desertion 
and sickness did their worst with his 
ships, but at last they reached the 
longed-for river mouth, and Keymis 
and five vessels started up the stream, 
Raleigh, in very ill-health, remaining with 
the rest of the fleet. On January Ist, 
1618, Keymis’s party found that a new 
settlement, San Thorné by name, lay 
between them and the mine. With 
strange fatuity, instead of pushing on, 
they landed, attacked, fired the town, 
and expelled the Spaniards. Young 
Raleigh fell in the fight. During the 
following days the Spaniards regained 
their lost position, and at last Keymis and 
his men, ‘the scum of the whole earth,” 
to quote Raleigh’s words, were driven 
back down stream. ‘“ You have undone 
me,” cried the old admiral to Keymis as 
he offered endless apologies on his return. 
There was not even a basketful of gold 
for the cunning fox on the throne at 
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was over. Poor Keymis 
. at and Raleigh returned 
heand to die under the old sentence, which 
was still unrepealed, and because he and 
nis had not found the mine or shunned . 
pattle with his mortal foes. The story 0 
his death is as romantic as his life. hae 
they kept him in suspense, how he _ e 
farewell to his “ sweetheart wife, 10W 
he smoked his tobacco on the morning = 
died, how he gave his cap to a poor 7 
man near the scaffold, and made a noble 
speech from the same—all this we cannot 
more than mention. But his last words 
to the headsman let us give in full, for 
they were very short : “4 What dost thou 
fear? Strike, man, strike !”

The Board of Trade have awarded the sum 
of £5 each to four Finlanders, named Andreas 
Hanson Finnholm, Matthew Hanson Finnholm, 
Johan Johanson Finnholm, and Johan 
Asplund, for their bravery and humanity in 
rescuing the crew of the British steamer Juana 
Nancy, which in December last was sur- 
rounded by ice in the Gulf of Bothnia, and 
eventually became fixed in an ice floe at a 
considerable distance from the shore. The 
vessel, after drifting backwards and forwards 
for several weeks, was brought, on Decem- 
ber 12th, close to Tankar, some miles from 
Gamla Karleby, when the persons named 
above succeeded, after incurring great danger, 
in reaching the ice in which the vessel was 
imbedded and taking off four of the erew who 
were frost bitten. Three days later the remain- 
ing portion of the crew of the Juana Nancy, 
11 in number, including tie master, was 
rescued from the ice by the same men, and 
safely landed at Gamla Karieby.—-The Board 
have also awarded a gold watch to Ch. 
Nylander, the burgomaster of Gamla Karleby, 
who organised the expedition, assisted in the 
rescue, and made the necessary arrangements 
for the relief of the distressed men. 
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At Liverpool, on Tuesday, before Mr. 
Raflles, stipendiary magistrate, Joseph Earle, 
a young sailor, was charged with stealing a 
silver watch, the property of Henry Miller, a 
shipmate. Having been discharged from the 
same vessel, they went to lodge together, and 
slept in the same bed. Miller awoke and 
missed prisoner, and his watch, which had been 
left in his waistcoat pocket, was gone. The 
prisoner, when in custody, produced the ticket 
of the watch, which had been pledged for 15s. 
He pleaded guilty, and Mr. Raflles, who said 





it was a nasty trick, sentenced him to three 
months’ imprisonment.

“As it appears to be the opinion of 
most of the members of the Sunderland 
Shipowners’ Society that some modifica- 
tion of the existing dietary scale is 
desirable, and as they may be expected to 
recommend such modification as may be 
adopted to the Chamber of Shipping in 
London, it is to be hoped that the repre- 
sentatives of the Seamen’s Union and of 
the owners will come to some agreement. 
If they are to agree they must, however, 
approach the subject with perfect good 
temper, and in a spirit of ‘ give and take,’ 
using strong arguments rather than strong 
language. . Meanwhile, the seamen should 
not ask too much, and the owners should 
remember that in a world where every- 
thing is changing they cannot expect the 
provision scale to remain unchanged.” 

Such were the suggestions made in 
these columns three weeks ago. It is 
now our pleasing duty to note that they 
have not been made in vain. At a 
meeting of the committee of the Sunder- 
land Shipowners’ Society a few days ago 
Mr. John Anderson, ‘who presided, said 
in reference to the provision scale sub- 
mitted by the Seamen’s Union, “that Mr. 
Ritson, Mr. Horan, Mr. Brown, and him- 
self met a deputation of sailors and fire- 
men, as arranged, and, after a friendly 
conference, agreed upon a provision scale, 
which was an amendment on that first 
put forward.” It was then decided that 
the approved scale should be submitted to 
the London Chamber of Shipping, with 
an explanation that it was what the 
sailors asked for, and what the shipowners 
who met them were willing to adopt.

As we saw no reason 
to suppose that the Seamen’s and Fire- 
men’s Union would be an exception to 
this rule, we did not anticipate for it 
complete and sudden success, and con- 
sequently we are in no way disappointed 
at the result.

If shipowners would always approach 
the subject of seamen’s grievances in the 
same sympathetic and conciliatory spirit 
that the majority of the Sunderland Ship- 
owners’ Society have shown in this 
instance, money, time, trouble, and irrita- 
tion would be saved. These shrewd North 
countrymen are far-sighted enough to 
perceive that it is to their interests, as 
shipowners, to feed their seamen properly 
that they may be healthy, cheerful, and 
willing to work. Let us hope that the 
London Chamber of Shipping will display 
the same combination of sympathy 
and sagacity when the subject comes 
before them. ‘The matter is one of 
vital importance, not only to the seamen 
and the shipowners, but to the whole 
Empire. Unless the British seaman 
is to be utterly exterminated, he must be 
properly fed, which at present he is not 
in most British ships, and once he has 
been exterminated the downfall of the 
British it the 
best part of civilisation, must come.

Unless, too, the shipowners treat the 
seamen properly the shipowners will con- 
tinue to invite the hostility of the whole 
working class, whose sympathies are 
certainly with the seamen. It is for ship- 
owners, complaining as they are of being 
over-legislated against, to consider whether 
it is wise, in their own interests, thus to 
provoke the great mass of the people with 
whom ultimately rests the question of 
what the law of the land shall be. More- 
over, shipowners can afford to be 
generous as well as just at the present 
time, for the shipping trade has not 
been so good for years. The good freights 
and improving trade now prevailing 
render the present a particularly appro- 
priate time for the favourable considera- 
tion of an improved dietary scale for sea- 
faring men. These men have to suffer 
with the shipowners in hard times, and it 
is only fair that they should share his 
prosperity in the good times.

of ships found unsafe from alleged defects in 
hull, equipments or machinery was 21. The 
total number of cases of overloading or im- 
proper loading was 53. 


AT Cork, two Spanish seamen, named 
Patricia Dore and Matei Fernandez, belong- 
ing to the Spanish steamer, A//icev, have been 
charged with disorderly conduct, on a Sunday 
night, in the city, and with having drawn 
knives on people in the streets. The Spanish 
Consul appeared in court, and said that the 
two seamen in custody had stated to him that 
they were returning to their ship, on Sunday 
night, and were accosted by men on the quay, 
who demanded tobacco, and subsequently 
attempted to deprive them of their watches ; 
that they resisted the attempt, and were then 
set upon by acrowd, who maltreated them in 
a most brutal manner, and to such an extent 
that one sailor jumped into the river to avoid 
being killed by the crowd, and was rescued by 
a boat in attempting to swim across the river. 
They denied having used any knives. The 
magistrates adjourned the case, and sub- 
sequently dismissed it, strongly condemning 
the false charges made and the brutal treat- 
ment to which the accused had been subjected. 


MERCANTILE MARINE Morrvatiry. — A 
Parliamentary paper has been issued contain- 
ing returns showing the number, ages, ratings, 
and causes of death of masters and seamen 
reported to the Registrar-General of Shipping 
and Seamen, between July Ist, 1886, and June 
30th, 1887, as having died (1) in the British mer- 
chantservice ; (2)in merchant vessels registered 
in the United Kingdom and the Isle of Man ; 
(3) in fishing vessels belonging to the United 
Kingdom and the Isle of Maa; and (4) in 
vessels registered in British possessions abroad, 
inciuding the Channel Islands. From this it 
appears that the total number of masters and 
seamen who died in the British merchant 
service during the period covered by the 
return was 4,434. Of this number 3,067 died 
from accidental causes, for the most part from 
drowning, and 1,424 were over 21 and under 
30 years of age. The number of masters in- 
cluded in the total was 268. The total 
mariners reported as having died in merchant 
vessels registered in the United Kingdom and 
the Isle of Man (exclusive of fishing vessels, 
river craft, and pleasure yachts) was 3,248, of 
whom 201 were masters ; 2,106 of these deaths 
were from accidental causes. Two hundred 
and ninety deaths were reported as having 
oceurred in fishing vessels belonging to the 
United Kingdom and the Isle of Man,273 being 
accidental deaths, of which 267 were from 
drowning. Eight hundred and _ ninety-six 
deaths were reported as having occurred in 
colonial vessels registered in British posses- 
sions abroad (including the Channel Islands).

The above table is a record of reports re- 
ceived in the month, and not of wrecks which 
occurred during the month. Many of the 
reports received in August relate to casualties 
which occurred in previous months. Casual- 
ties not resulting in total loss of vessels and 
the lives lost by such casualties are not in- 
cluded. 

THE Bureau Veritas has just published the 
list of maritime disasters reported during July 
concerning all flags. The following statistical 
returns are given :—Sailing vessels reported 
lost: Eight American, 24 British, one Aus- 
trian, two Chilian, one Dutch, six French, six 
German, three Italian, 12 Norwegian, one 
Portuguese, two Russian—total 66. In this 
number are included two vessels reported 
missing. Steamers reported lost: Eight 
British, one French, two German, one Spanish 
—total 12. Causes of losses.—Sailing vessels : 
Stranding, 38; collision, three; fire, one; 
foundered, four; abandoned, seven; con- 
demned, 11; missing, two— total, 66. 
Steamers: Stranding, nine; collision, two; 
fire, one—total, 12.

The tropical fruit dealers in the United 
States have organised a trust in New Orleans 
with a view to purchasing the cargoes of all 
steamers bringing tropical fruits. 

Evectric Licgut IN  FIsHiInc. — Many 
attempts have recently been made to employ 
the electric light as a means of attracting fish 
to a particular place so as to facilitate their 
capture. The arrangement generally adopted 
has been to plunge an incandescent lamp in 
the water, connection being made by leads 
with some source of electricity on board the 
fishing craft. When, however, this arrange- 
ment is adopted in deep-sea fishing itis found 
that the mains to the lamp are very liable to 
foul the fishing appliances or the cable of the 
vessel. In short, it has been found impossible 
to maintain a permanent communication with 
a lamp plunged to a considerable depth below 
the surface of the water. M. Paul Regnard 
has got over this ditliculty by adopting a lamp 
worked by a primary battery, the whole of 
which can be tossed overboard and reclaimed 
at some future time. The battery used con- 
sists of six Bunsen cells, in which, however, 
the nitric acid is replaced by chromic acid. 
These cells are connected in tension with a 
12-volt Edison lamp.—Engineering.
